Hi Dieter, 


I assume you're talking about an old free DOS version 
of CIRCAD and not the newer commercial Windows 
version. 


There is no direct component copy feature. You either 

have to place a new component of the same type - and 

once you are in PLACE, COMPONENT mode, you 

can continue to place as many of that type of component 

as you like, or, you can do a BLOCK, RECTANGLE 

command, use the mouse to select a rectangle that encompasses 
the component you are going to copy, click somewhere on 

the rectangle (at the end of one of the component pins is usually 
a good idea) to set the origin of the block to be copied, 

and then do BLOCK, COPY to get a copy of the block 

you just selected. You can then place the copy anywhere 

you like. 


This make sense? Hope it helps....

. it was particularly satisfying as I had just been showing off the gear 
to another veteran who I had met there who was a former RTO in RVN. 


I don't have any QSL info on this guy ... anybody have any info on QSLing 
OS6AA. I think he said his own call is ONGAA. 


My wife was busy snapping pix of the lake etc and got one of the setup here 
<http://www.wulfden.org/NVQS/02ju168171.jpg> . The AN271 has a 3/8-24 thread 
that fits nicely on a CB hand screw mount that I just clamped to the back of 
a handy chair, ran out the counterpoise on the ground, plugged in the 
gellcel and headphones and off I went. When it started to rain later it took 
me about 3 minutes to take it all down and put it in the two small bags. 

With this whip I find that on 20-17-15 the Z-11 will not often autotune 
close to 1 to 1, but it will get down close and usually one or two touhces 
to the manual switches will bring it down near perfect.

The length of the jumper cable should not make a difference, unless you 
are experiencing erratic operation. Where you place your direct 
connection to ground on your gear should be more important.

Interestingly enough, my K2 ATU has no trouble getting a reasonable SWR 
on all bands except 6 meters. I am using a Ten-Tec transverter there, 
so the K2 ATU only sees the input impedance of the transverter.

These figures are typical of this antenna and it simply does 
work great. No idea why the K2 doesn't like your transverter. 


Now to the point of this e-mail. Even though the K2 is able to geta 
reasonable SWR as seen by the finals, the SWR on the transmission line 
is what the 259B reports. It seems to me that this is causing 
considerable loss of signal. Even though the K2 drives the 88-ft dipole 
OK, I would be doing better with a resonant dipole. Better as in less 
loss in the transmission line.

First, loss due to SWR is a function of the feedline. 300 ohm 
ribbon has really low loss to SWR. If you want super low loss use 450 
ohm ribbon ( in your set up you will loose about 1/100 watts less). 


The 10 feet of lousy coax will loose nothing. So your not loosing 
anything worth thinking about due to your high SWR. It's common to think 
that a high SWR causes loss, but it doesn't if you have a tuner that 
matches your rig's output. You do.

Flagstaff is OK on water, because we mine the deep aquafer with 2000 foot 
plus wells, once Lake Mary is too low. We are on water restrictions, which 
should probably be a lot stricter.

I would guess that the twin-lead (300 ohm) is about 30 ft long. In 
addition, the center of the antenna is in the center of the house up 
high, then slopes down to the fascia board (eaves) at each end of the 
house, then drops vertically down the outside of the house at each end. 
The house isn't long enough to contain the entire 88 feet of antenna.

> Interestingly enough, my K2 ATU has no trouble getting a reasonable SWR 
> on all bands except 6 meters. I am using a Ten-Tec transverter there, 
> so the K2 ATU only sees the input impedance of the transverter.

These figures are typical of this antenna and it simply does 
work great. No idea why the K2 doesn't like your transverter.

I didn't make myself clear. On 6 meters, the output of the K2 is 
connected to the input of the transverter, and the output of the 
transverter is connected to the antenna. Thus, the KAT2 only sees the 
input impedance of the transverter, and it's quite happy with this. 
There is no antenna tuner on the output of the transverter so the 
transverter has to cope with the 10.8:1 SWR all by itself.

At any rate, I would worry a bit about the losses in the tuner on the bands 
with low resistive components; 10.12 MHz, 18.12 MHz, and 25.075 MHz. Antenna 
tuners tend to get lossy with low resistive loads. You might want to 
experiment adding or subtracting a bit of 300 Ohm feedline to get a better 
match. If you haven't looked at the work that Cecil, W5DXP has done on using 
varying feedline lengths to match an antenna, that may prove productive:

The feedline losses probably won't be too bad since they are short. You can 
calculate them exactly if you know the SWR in each transmission line.

I realize that the 259B isn't all that accurate, but it is close enough 
for amateur work.

Karl answered my primary question. I'm not really losing all that much 
power even if the SWR is quite high on some bands.

I've been thinking about this business of charging a battery in use, 
and it seems to me that a pair of relays should be another viable 
option for protecting the power supply. 


Before I even get into that, let's mention fusing: right at the 
battery!...might as well make it both terminals, while we're at it. 


Now that we've protected everything against the horrors of discharging 
the battery through a dead short, we still need to protect the power 
supply that's doing the charging from having the battery connected 
when the power is off. I believe we can achieve adequate protection 
with two relays. 


Route the power supply output through two relays to the battery. The 
first relay should have a 12V (nominal) coil powered by the power 
supply output. This first relay will not close until the power supply 
has come on and is producing output. Next, we could route through a 
second relay powered by the AC supply. When the power dies, this relay 
will drop out. We need this because without it, the first relay would 
stay closed due the battery's voltage, once it had first closed. With 
it, a failure of the AC power will break the connection between the 
battery and the power supply, allowing the first relay to then open, 
too. 


The only time this scheme would fail would be when the power supply 
stopped working for some reason (tripped breaker/fuse on input circuit, 
failure of some component, etc.) other than an AC power interruption. 
Perhaps making the second relay a 12V relay powered by the unfiltered 
power supply output (tapped before the regulator) would provide the same 
level of protection that more invasive modifications of the power supply 
might provide. 


Can anyone think of a reason such a scheme would be inadequate?

I got my 4:1 design right from a link on the Elecraft home page. 


But, I have the twinlead going out a fairly direct window. And since the 
heat wave hit, I put an AC in the window, which actually helps. I now 
feed the twinlead through a tear in the plastic accordion on the side. I 
bought plastic hangers at Wal-Mart and use them to hang the twinlead 
about a foot below my metal rain gutters, then out to the dipole.

Again, I don't think that the losses in the short length of RG-59 will be 
enough to worry about. 10 ft of RG-59 will have 0.2 dB loss at 10 M when 
matched into a 75 Ohm load.

As I said in my earlier post, I would worry about the losses in the K-2 ATU 
whem matching the 5=B1j21 load on 10 MHz or the. I think it will be greater 
than the feedline losses, and may be some thing to worry about. Just a 
thought.

Trying to understand some frequency-dependent behavior here. 


I live in an antenna-unfriendly area. The best I've managed to position so 
far that hasn't attracted the wrath of the 

association is an 8' vertical about 8' off the ground. This is mounted at 
the corner of a low roof; the house has 

higher walls and roofs also. The house walls seem to be very HF unfriendly 
(embedded chicken wire, I'm told). 


The coax ground connects to 2 radials for 10m, and a combination 20m/15m 
radial made from 300o0hm twin 

lead (the 20m part of this is lambda/4 long). A coax choke balun at the 
feed point is followed by coax to the 

shack (not very far away). I know this isn't a resonant setup for 20m, but 
I can replace the whip by a 20m 

HamStick for comparative purposes. 


Anyway, to the point. During Field Day, I was able to talk to anyone I 
could hear on 15m, spanning the US 

easily. The same is true for 17m. I have also done reasonably well on 10m 
when the band has been open with 

this setup. However, 20m is a disaster. I've been trying to work QRP (2w) 
for a couple of weeks now with 

negligible success. I didn't have much luck QRO during Field Day either. I 
hear stations that are S9+ but no-one 


seems to copy me. 


Trying out an inverted V at 20' (resonant on 20m) hasn't helped. It brings 
in about 2 S units more than the vertical, 
but I'd say the signal/noise is about the same; and no contacts. 


I don't think 20m can be xsignificantlyx different from 17m; so probably I'm 
overlooking some factor. Thoughts, 
ideas for doing better? I have a nice SW-20+ here that's raring to go :)
